Sj <6 R. OE a & it is expedient to abolish Compositions for 
Tithes in Ireland, and to substitute a Land Tax in lieu thereof 
and to provide for the Redemption of such Land Tax ; m it tScrcfore 
Ctnarttb, by The KING’S most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
5 the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority 
of the same, THAT the right, title and interest of all persons in and to 
any Tithes or Compositions for Tithes arising or accruing due out of 
Lands in Ireland, on or at any time after the First day of November 
to One thousand eight hundred and Thirty-four, shall wholly cease and 
determine : Provided always, That nothing herein contained shall extend 
to or affect the right, title or interest in or to any Tithes, or Composi- 
tions for Tithes or arrears thereof, accrued due and owins previous to 
such First day of November One thousand eight hundred and thirty-/, imr; 
15 nor in or to any Compositions for Tithes at any lime accruing due and 
payable to any person who may have agreed for and undertaken the 
payment of any Composition uuder the provisions of an Act passed in 
the second and third year of His present Majesty’s reign, intituled, 
“ An Act to amend three Acts passed respectively in the fourth, fifth, 
and in the seventh and eighth years of the reign of his late Majesty 
King Geoege the Fourth, providing for the establishing of Composi- 
tions for Tithes in Ireland, and to make such Compositions permanent,” 
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by virtue of any such Certificate as in the said Act mentioned ; nor in 
or to any sum which any landlord liable to pay, and paying any addition 
made to any Composition for Tithes, may be entitled, on each occasion 
of paying such addition, to recover from any tenant, or any tenant from 
any sub-tenant, under the provisions of an Act made in the last Session 5 
of Parliament, intituled, “ An Act for the Relief of the Owners of Tithes 
in Ireland, and for the Amendment of an Act passed in the last Session 
of Parliament, intituled, ‘ An Act to amend three Acts passed respec- 
tively in the fourth, fifth, and in the seventh and eighth years of the 
reign of his late Majesty King George the Fourth, providing for the 10 
establishing of Compositions for Tithes in Ireland, and to make such 
Compositions permanent:’” but that all such Arrears, Compositions 
and Sums may be recovered in like manner to all intents and purposes 
as if this Act had not been made ; and payment of the Land Tax by this 
Act granted to His Majesty shall be deemed and taken to be payment 15 
of the said addition to the Composition for Tithes within the meaning 
of the said recited Act of the last Session of Parliament. 

And be it Enacted, That so much of the said recited Act of the last 
Session of Parliament as makes any person entitled to the receipt of 
any Composition for Tithes liable as such to The King’s Majesty, His 23 
heirs and successors, for the repayment by certain instalments of any 
advance made under authority of the said recited Act, shall be and the 
same is hereby Repealed. 

And be it Enacted, That there shall be raised collected and levied to 
and for the use of His Majesty, His heirs and successors, an annual 25 
Land Tax, equal in amount to the Compositions for Tithes by this Act 
abolished ; and that such Land Tax shall be payable on the First day 
of November in each year, by the same persons, in the same proportions 
and for or in respect of the same estates or interests by for or in respect 
whereof the said Tithe Compositions would have been payable if this 30 
Act had not been made, and that any addition made to the said Com- 
positions for Tithes by the said recited Act of the last Session of Parlia- 
ment, shall, during the period for which such addition may be payable, 
be paid, together with such Land Tax, as part thereof, and that the first 
payment of such Land Tax shall be due on the said First day of 35 
November One thousand eight hundred and Thirty-four. 

And be it Enacted, That the said Land Tax shall be under the manage- 
ment of the Commissioners of His Majesty’s Woods, Forests, Land 
Revenues, Works and Buildings, and of their successors, to be from 
time to time appointed by His Majesty, His heirs and successors, 40 
subject nevertheless to the control of the Lord High Treasurer or 
Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury for the time being ; but that 
the said Land Tax shall not be deemed or taken to be part of the 

Hereditary 
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Hereditary Revenue of the Crown, nor alienable nor applicable other- 
wise than in the manner and under the provisions hereinafter contained ; 
and that all monies arising from or in respect of the said Land Tax, or 
the redemption thereof, or the rent- charges hereinafter mentioned, or 
5 otherwise, under the provisions of this Act, shall be kept distinctly and 
apart from all other branches of the Revenue. 

And be it Enacted, That any thing by this Act directed or permitted 
to be done by the said Commissioners of His Majesty’s Woods, Forests, 
Land Revenues, Works and Buildings may be done by any Two of 
10 them, unless express provision to the contrary shall be made herein ; 
and any thing by this Act directed or permitted to be done by the 
Commissioners of His Majesty s Treasury may be done by any Three 
of them, or by the Lord High Treasurer, when such officer there 
shall be. 

15 And be it Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners 
of His Majesty’s Woods, Forests, Land Revenues, Works and Buildings 
from time to time to employ such of their present deputies or officers 
as they shall think proper, or to appoint such other Deputies and 
Officers as shall be necessary for the due execution of this Act, and 
20 to remove them at pleasure ; and the persons so appointed or employed 
as aforesaid shall receive such salaries or additional salaries respec- 
tively as shall be directed by the Commissioners of His Majesty’s 
Treasury for the time being. 

And be it Enacted, That nothing contained in this Act, or in any 
25 Contract or Instrument hereby authorized, shall extend to charge the 
person of any Commissioner executing any such Contract or Instru- 
ment, or his own proper lands, tenements, goods or chattels ; but the 
amount of all sums recovered in any suit at law or in equity against the 
said Commissioners, or any of them, for or by reason or means of any 
30 such Contract or Instrument, and also all costs, charges, damages and 
expenses which the said Commissioners, or any of them, or their or 
any of their heirs, executors or administrators shall bear, pay, expend 
or be put to, or which shall be occasioned to them for or by reason or 
means of any such Contract or Instrument, or any action or suit to be 
35 brought or prosecuted by or against them or any of them thereupon, 
shall respectively be paid. and discharged by and out of the monies to 
be raised, arise or be received from the said Land Tax, or the sale 
or redemption thereof, or of the Rent-charges to which this Act 
relates. 

40 And be it Enacted, That the balance of Cash, together with all unpaid 
Bills or Drafts, for which the Commissioners of His Majesty’s Woods 
Forests, Land Revenues, Works and Buildings shall from time to time 
a 2 have

have credit under this Act, shall from time to time, without any assi<m- 
ment or other act, remain and be vested in the Commissioners for the 
time being of His Majesty’s Woods, Forests, Land Revenues, Works 
and Buildings, to be applied by them for the purposes of this Act. 

And be it Enacted, That the Accounts of the said Commissioners of 5 
His Majesty’s Woods, Forests, Land Revenues, Works and Buildings 
for the time being relating to the Land Tax Revenue by this Act granted 
to His Majesty, His heirs and successors, shall from time to time be 
audited and discharged in the same manner and under the same pro- 
visions in all respects as their accounts relating to the Hereditary to 
Possessions and Land Revenues of the Crown in England and 
Ireland. 
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And be it Enacted, That the said Commissioners shall lay before 
The King’s most Excellent Majesty, and both Houses of Parliament, a 
distinct and separate Account of all their Receipts and Payments, and 15 
of all their acts and proceedings under and by virtue of this Act, in 
the same manner as they are now or may be required to make such, 
report in relation to the Hereditary Possessions and Land Revenues of 
the Crown in England and Ireland. 

And be it Enacted, That the several persons entitled to Compositions 20 
for Tithes shall, with all convenient speed after the passing of this Act, 
transmit and deliver up to the said Commissioners the copies of the 
Certificates of such Compositions, together with the copies of the 
Books of Assessment and Applotment in the possession of such persons 
respectively ; and the said Commissioners shall, if need be, cause 25 
such copies to be compared with the originals thereof, and amended 
accordingly. 

And be it Enacted, That each Clerk of the Peace with whom or in 
whose office any Memorial, Schedule, Account and Return of the 
several sums to be added to any Composition for Tithes under the 30 
provisions of the said recited Act of the last Session of Parliament may 
have been lodged, shall, with all convenient speed, transmit the same 
to the said Commissioners. 

And be it Enacted, That the Registrar of every diocese or peculiar 
jurisdiction, in whose office the counterpart of any Certificate and 
Declaration of Agreement for the payment of any Composition for 3 ° 
Tithes in consideration of the deduction of Fifteen per centum on the 
amount thereof shall have been or may be lodged under the provisions 
of the said recited Act of the second and third years of the reign of 
His present Majesty, shall, with all convenient speed, transmit to the 
said Commissioners a Copy of every such counterpart, duly certified

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under his hand ; and the said Commissioners shall pay him for every 
such Copy the sum by the said recited Act appointed to be paid for 
such Copies.

And be it Enacted, That in any case in which it shall appear to the The Commis-

and shall also distinguish all such Land Tax as may become payable 
in lieu or instead of Compositions for Tithes belonging to the 
Ecclesiastical Incumbent of any parish, or in lieu and stead of Compo- 
sitions for Appropriate Tithes from such Land Tax as may become 
payable in lieu of Compositions for Impropriate Tithes; and having l0 
caused such Rentals to be framed, the said Commissioners shall 
deliver all such Copies of .Certificates, Assessments or Applotments, 
Returns and Counterparts transmitted to them as aforesaid, or Copies 
thereof as amended, or Copies of such new Applotments, as the case 
may be, to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland, to be by such , - 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners kept and preserved, and shall themselves 
keep and preserve in their office all such other Copies of Certificates, 
Assessments, Applotments, Returns and Counterparts. 

And be it Enacted, That the said Commissioners of His Majesty’s 
Woods, Forests, Land Revenues, Works and Buildings shall cause 20 
the said Rentals to be deposited in the Office of Record in Ireland in 
which the original Rentals of The King’s Rents are kept, there to 
remain of record ; and any Copy or Extract therefrom, attested by the 
officer in whose custody the same shall remain, and which Copies the 
said officer is hereby authorized and required to grant to any person 25 
applying for the same, on payment of such Fee or Fees as the said 
Commissioners shall from time to time, by and with the consent of the 
Commissioners of the Treasury, fix and appoint, shall, for the purposes 
of this Act, be admitted in all Courts of Law and Equity as conclusive 
evidence of the Rent or Rents thereby appearing payable to His 30

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And be it further Enacted, That the said Commissioners of His 
Majesty’s Woods, Forests, Land Revenues, Works and Buildings shall, 
from time to time, when and as occasion shall require, by and with the 
consent and approbation of the said Commissioners of His Majesty’s 
^ Treasury (such consent and approbation to be signified by their 
Minute in writing, or by Letter from anyone of their Secretaries, in pur- 
suance of any such Minute), nominate and appoint such and so many 
persons as they shall think requisite or necessary, to be Receivers of 
the Land Tax by this Act granted ; and that every such appointment 
l0 shall anil may be made by warrant under the hands and seals of the 
said Commissioners for the time being of His Majesty’s Woods, 
Forests, Land Revenues, Works and Buildings, or any Two of them, 
and every such warrant may be in the form or to the effect in the 
Schedule annexed to this Act, or as near thereto as circumstances will 
15 permit, and shall be exempt from any stamp duty whatever, and shall 
be inrolled within One calendar month after the date thereof, in the 
Office of Record in Ireland, in which the Rentals of The King’s Rents 
in Ireland shall be preserved. 

And be it Enacted, That every person so to be appointed a Receiver 
20 shall, before he shall exercise or execute the said office, or in anywise 
intermeddle in the exercise or execution thereof, enter into such bond or 
obligation, in such penalty and with such sureties, as the said last- 
mentioned Commissioners shall direct or require, for the faithfully 
answering and accounting for the monies to be by him received by 
25 virtue of such his appointment, and for the faithful and effectual exe- 
cution of the duties ot his office ; and every such bond shall have the 
effect of a statute staple to His Majesty, His heirs or successors, and 
shall be deposited in His Majesty’s Court of Exchequer in Ireland. 

And be it Enacted, That every such Receiver shall collect and receive 
30 the said Land Tax within the district or division for which he shall be 
appointed, and shall account for and pay over the sums so received by 
him in such manner and at such times as the said Commissioners shall 
from time to time appoint; and shall perform such other duties con- 
nected with or relating to the said Land Tax within the district or 
35 division for which he shall be appointed as shall from time to time be 
required by the said Commissioners ; and shall in all respects obey and 
conform to such rules, orders and regulations as shall be from time to 
time made by the said Commissioners. 

And be it further Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said Com- 
40 missioners to allow to every such Receiver such Salary or such Commis- 
sion, not exceeding One-twentieth part of the sums to be collected and 
received by him, as to the said Commission ers shall from time to time 
seem proper.

at the option of the said Commissioners, shall become null and void, 
and the whole of the Land Tax or Rent Charge so contracted to be 
redeemed shall be revived, or continued, as the case may be, and again 
become chargeable on the lands tenements or hereditaments whereon 
the same was charged prior to such contract, and such Land Tax or 
Rent Charge shall be again assessed, raised, levied and collected for the 
use of His Majesty, His heirs and successors, or be again sold by the said 
Commissioners of His Majesty’s Woods, Forests, Land Revenues, Works 
and Buildings, in the same manner as if such contract had not been 
40 entered into, and the person so making default shall, for the non-per- 
formance of the contract, be subject to a penalty not exceeding one- 
sixteenth part of the consideration agreed to be paid on such contract, 
to be recovered by action of debt in any of His Majesty’s Superior 
Courts of Record in Ireland. 
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Provided, and be it further Enacted, That where any contract shall 
become forfeited as aforesaid, it shall be lawful for the said Commis- 
sioners of His Majesty’s Woods, Forests, Land Revenues, Works and 
Buildings (with the approbation of the Commissioners of His Majesty’s 
Treasury) to enlarge the time for making good any such consideration,

receive any affidavit or deposition in writing, upon oath or affirmation, 
which shall be made in any parts beyond the seas before any magistrate 
of the county, territory or place having competent power and authority 
to administer an oath, and certified and transmitted to the said Commis- 
sioners, or either of them, under the hand and seal of such magistrate. 

And be it Enacted, That the said Commissioners of His Majesty’s 
Woods, Forests, Land Revenues, Works and Buildings shall cause all 
sums which may arise to the credit of their account at the Bank of 
Ireland, from or by the Sale or Redemption of any Land Tax or Rent 
Charge, under the provisions of this Act, or any instalments of the 
same, or interest upon such instalments (save and except such part of 
the consideration for any such redemption as may be applicable to the
